On appl.cation of any person or persons wish- 
ing to organize under this act, the Auditor of the 
State is autborized to receive or procure a suffi- 
cient quantity of well engraved notes for circula. 
tion, the same tobe paid for by the applicant. 
Tuese notes shall be of the denominations of one 
dollur to ive hundred doliats; but shall not be of 
any intermediate number between five a d ten 
dollars, ten and twenty, twénty and fifty, or filty 
sud one hundred dollars.. Such blank circulating
